SARDINES. 


The Way They Am Cooked «»* Pre- 


Vnved For Market. 


Sardines are caught in nets, and after 


being well washed the heads are cut 
off and the fish are sprinkled lightly 
with salt After lying for a few hours 
they are placed on grids in rows almost 
perpendicular, 
Tbe frames are tiien 


placed in pans containing boiling olive 
ofl. The oil is changed as soon as it 
becomes too black and dirty for con- 
tinuing the cooking process. 


As soon as the fish are considered 


sufficiently cooked, they are withdrawn 
from tbe pans of oil and the grids arc 
placed on the tables covered with zinc, 
tlift surface of the table inclining to- 
ward * groove Jn the center. The oil 
is thus carried to a vessel prepared to 
receive it. Round the table stand the 
women wnoae business it is to puck the 
fish closely and uniformly in boxes. 


Tbe boxes being full, the fish are cov- 


ered with fresh oil and the lidg are then 
soldered dowu. 
Thus hermetically 


sealed they are placed In iron baskets 
and immersed m boiling water. The 
smaller boxes are thus boiled for half 
an hoar and tbe larger ones somewhat 
longer, ia proportion to size of box. 
The flsh are then ready for the market.
